Flight  in  question

The  Christmas  charter  flight  to  the 
Eastern  States  is  in  danger  of  being 
cancelled  because  of  lack  of  response  by 
students,  according  to  Ray  Moore, 
executive,  assistant  to  the  ASBYU  student 
relations  vice  president  director  and 
student  travel  service. 

Moore  reported  yesterday  that  55  more 
students  are  needed  by  1 1 a.m.  tomorrow 
to  prevent  the  60  students  already  signed 
up  “from  being  left  out  in  the  cold.” 

One  of  the  main  reasons  that  students 
have  failed  to  purchase  tickets  for  the 
flight  has  been  fear  that  results  from  the 
recent  rash  of  chartered  airline  crashes,  said 
Moore.  “Several  parents  have  told  their 
kids  that  they  can’t  fly  on  a chartered 
airhner,”  he  stated. 

However,  Moore  said  that  the  charter

The  price,  stated  Moore,  is  comparable 
to  the  student  standby  rate  and  includes 
transportation  to  and  from  the  Salt  Lake 
City  Airport  and  life,  accident  and  health 
insurance  for  the  entire  period  from 
departure  to  return. 

A bus  win  make  three  stops  at  three 
different  locations  on  the  BW  campus 
Thursday,  Dec.  17  depending  upon  where 
the  students  who  sign  up  are  concentrated, 
said  Moore.  He  stated  that  the  students  will 
be  informed  of  the  specific  pick-up  places 
in  ample  time. 

The  bus  will  transport  the  students  to 
the  Salt  Lake  Airport  where  the  flight  will 
leave  at  8 p.m.  and  arrive  at  2 a.m.  Friday 
morning  at  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Airport  in 
New  York. 

Students  will  return  home  Jan.  3,  leaving 
the  JFK  Airport  at  8:30  p.m.,  arriving  in 
Salt  Lake  City  at  1 1:30  p.m.

Most  any  performer  will  welcome 
well-founded  and  thoughtful  criticism 
from  those  with  enough  knowledge 
and  experience  to  deliver  it.  When, 
however,  criticism  falls  to  a level  of 
vacuous  dilettantism,  as  it  appears  to 
have  done  of  late,  musicians  might 
wonder  if  anything  has  really  been 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  educating 
the  listener.  Viewing  the  situation  from 
a performer's  viewpoint,  1 must 
personally  admit  that  at  least  for  two 
reasons  (and  there  may  be  more) 
audiences  at  BYU  musical  events  must 
be  counted  among  the  more 
unsophisticated  of  those  I have  seen 
here  and  abroad. 

Reason  1.  THE  EAGER 
DILETTANTE.  He  leaps  to  his  feet  at 
the  sound  of  the  last  chord  regardless 
of  how  good,  bad,  or  indifferent  all  the 
other  chords  might  have  been  played. 
Invariably  he  glances  over  his  shoulder 
hoping  that  he  may  have  persuaded 
others  to  join  him  in  his  revelry.  For 
reasons  unknown  to  me,  he  usually 
succeeds  in  dragging  others  with  him 
into  the  frenzy.  A standing  ovation  is 
perhaps  the  highest  tribute  that  an 
audience  can  pay  a performer.  As  such, 
it  should  be  respected  and  not  thrown 
indiscriminately  at  the  feet  of  anybody 
who  happens  to  grace  the  stage,  which 
is  all  too  frequently  the  case  on  this 
campus.  Here  this  special  gesture  seems 
to  have  become  void  of  meaning, 
almost  a travesty. 

Reason  2.  THE  DOJING  MOTJHER.

Christmas’ 
incunabular 
stars  beheld 

A special  holiday  show  for 
science-minded  children  and 
adults  is  scheduled  at  the  BYU 
Summerhays  Planetarium 
Thursday. 

“Christmas  Star,”  will  be  the 
subject  of  the  public  lectures 
scheduled  at  7:30  and  at  8:30 
p.m.  in  the  Planetarium  atop  the 
Eyring  Physical  Science  Center. 

Speaker  will  be  Dr.  H.  Kimball 
Hansen,  physicist  and  astronomer, 
who  will  discuss  on  the  layman’s 
level  the  incunabular 
arrangements  of  heavenly  bodies 
at  the  time  of  the  birth  of  Jesus 
plus  other  phenomena  considered 
by  astronomers  about  this  event. 

The  planetarium  was 
constructed  in  1957  and  was  the 
first  planetarium  in  Utah.  It  was 
donated  to  BYU  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hyrum  B.  Summerhays  of  Salt 
L^e  City. 

An  audience  of  about  60 
persons  can  be  seated  at  one  time 
under  the  hemispherical  structure 
to  view  the  celestial  show  on  the 
underside  of  the  dome.  A 
complicated  apparatus,  the  Spitz 
optical  projector,  creates  an 
illusion  of  the  sky  at  night. 

The  projector  shows  the 
appearance  of  the  constellations 
of  stars,  milky  way,  sun  and  moon 
and  planets  and  their  motions  as 
seen  at  various  times  of  the  year 
and  at  various  latitudes. 

The  lower  edge  of  the  dome 
even  presents  a replica  of  the 
skyline  of  Utah  Valley  as  it  would 
be  seen  from  the  roof  of  the 
Science  Center.  This  third 
dimensional  skyline  gives  as  near  a 
true  impression  of  the  actual  night 
sky  scene  as  possible. 

Sound  equipment  also  is 
employed  for  background  music 
to  put  the  audience  of  the 
celestial  show  in  the  proper 
moods,  according  to  the 
planetarium  staff.

“inversion  layer”  phenomenon, 
and  “gaseous  and  particulate  air 
pollution,”  will  be  part  of  the 
second  in  a series  of  lectures 
sponsored  at  Brigham  Young 
University  by  the  Society  of  the 
Sigma  Xi  on  Dec.  10. 

Guest  speaker  for  the  unique 
meeting,  scheduled  for  noon  in 
A456  MARB,  will  be  Dr.  L.D. 
Smoot,  chairman  of  the  BYU 
Dept,  of  Chemical  Engineering. 
The  demonstrations  will  be  part 
of  his  discussion  on  the  problems 
of  air  pollution  along  Utah’s 
Wasatch  front,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  air  pollution 
problem  in  Utah  Valley. 

According  to  Smoot,  his 
presentation  may  help  to  explain 
the  recent  foggy  conditions 
caused  by  a temperature  inversion 
in  this  area.  His  discussion  on  the 
related  problem  of  identifying 
harmful  air  pollutants  will  lay  the 
foundation  for  the  third 
presentation  in  the  Sigma  Xi 
series. 


On  Jan.  14,  members  of  Geneva 
Steel’s  environmental  control 
group  will  discuss  the  air  pollution 
problem  in  Utah  Valley  from 
industries’  point  of  view.

At  Easter  he  said  he  hoped  the 
seating  problem  would  be  solved, 
and  added  that  “next  year  in  the 
new  activities  center  we  will  be 
able  to  handle”  both  the  set  up 
and  accoustical  problems. 

Commenting  on  the  type  of 
music  presented  in  the  Christmas 
program,  he  said,  “I  felt  that  if  we 
didn’t  give  them  something  at  the 
fireside  we  would  have  entered 
into  a very  sacred  season  without 
the  kind  of  sacred  music  the 
world  knows  as  great.” 

Goodman  also  said,  “I  think  it’s 


important  that  we  expose  our 
students  to  some  of  this  type  of 
music  along  the  way  because  they 
may  never  have  another 
opportunity.’’  He  said  he 
recognized  “if  there  is  too  great  a 
gap  between  background  and 
experience  and  what  we’re 
performing”  the  audience  may 
not' appreciate  the  music,  but  he 
felt  an  effort  was  made  Sunday  to 
maintain  a balance  between  heavy 
and  light  music.
